he By the end of June the Chinese Communists had organized and given basic training 
_ to 15 new artillery regiments.? Six of these are rocket artillery regiments, each 
with 30 x 76 mm rocket guns3 and 12 x 122 mn rocket guns33 6 are howitzer regiments , 
each with 6 x 105 and 122 mm howitzers; 3 are mixed artillery regiments, each with 
12 x 76 mm rocket guns, x 122 mm rocket guns, 12 x 76 mm guns, 12 x 105 mm howitzers 
ad9 x h5 mm anti-tank guns. Fifteen separate artillery training bases were estab- 
lished to train these units, ;

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50 One mixed artillery regiment and one howitzer regiment are in Northwest Chinas one 
rocket artillery regiment and one howitzer regiment are in Southwest China; one 
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rocket artillery regiment and two howitzer regiments are in East China; two rocket 
artillery regiments and one howitzer regiment are in Central and South Chinas one 
rocket artillery regiment and one mixed artillery regiment are in North China; iy 
one rocket artillery regiment and one howitzer regiment are in Northeast China. 


The equipment is all Soviet-type, except for the usual number of American-made guns 
used in artillery regiments of the Southwest and Northwest Military Areas.
